"America mid Russia arc-almost like 


the far faincil Siamese,twins," sakl M. 
Sergius Witto, .tlio chief Kussiim peace 
envoy, in Iris room iu llic St. Kegis 
liotcl. nt Now York, to a New York 
Horakl reporter the other al'ternoou. 
"TUe two groat countries of the world," 
lie then lidded, "are Russiii and tlie 
United States. They are the two great 
countries of the world because they 
both produce mou aud material. That 
is the secret of any nation's success." 


Asked 1C. bo thought Russia's com- 


mercial condition ha'd been bettered or 
Injured by tho war, M. Witte said: 


"Russia Is better now than she ever 


•was. 
After tho war she will get ou 


her foot agaiu, aud when she gets ou 
her feet it will be a firm and strong 
position that she takes." 


lu answer to a question as to whether 


the internal troubles iu Russia were 
agitating the mluds of the government, 
M. Witto replied: 


"That is a diplomatic question which 


I cannot answer, but I cau say Rus- 
sia Is a much misunderstood country 
in America. America is so Tar away, 
so distTi.it by laud and sea, so almost 
remote in all tho 'possibilities' of our 
"national life, that it Is not at all sur- 
prising that false and exaggerated re- 
ports become current here. 
It also 


happens that we of Russia have er- 
roneous reports about the 
United 


States. We are told of your lynchlugs, 
your riots, your popular uprisings. In 
St. Petersburg and Moscow these ap- 
pear to us as very serious matters. 
Doubtless wo appejr' to your states- 
men here iu -the same position.-' Still, 
I think it Is only fairi only just aud 
only equitable to look at tho two trou- 
bles iu social, economics with an eye 
glass which reaches five thousand 
miles. 


"I certainly do not intend to state 


that the Itusslan civil life is perfect. I 
presume you do not intend to state 
that the civil life of, America is per- 
fect. 
We both have our faults. tWo 


both, I trust, are striving to overcome 
or obviate them." 


"Will you speak about Russian af- 


fairs in the Tar east?" 


"On'that question my lips are sealed.'' 
"Will you say anything about the 


evacuation of Manchtiria by the Rus- 
sian troops V" 


"Nothing at all." 
"Will you speak about the financial 


position 'of HusslaV" 


"I will tell you of Russia's greatness, 


of Russia's wonderful 
recuperative 


powers. I will tell you that now that 
Kussla has ended her war with Japan 
her commerce will rise and rise uutil 
it Is a supreuio thing in her lutenJuUqu- 
al relations. Do not think for u mo- 
ment that Russia has been left out of 
toe game, as you say here. We are 
still In it. We have the men, the mon- 
ey and the people. We also have the 
greatest undeveloped country- that ex- 
ists, not even excepting the United 
States. Our climate ranges froju the 
tropics to the arctic. 


"It Is a very delightful thing to have 


a country so much like our own step In 
and act as the Intermediary in this 
trouble we have had, I do not care to 
speak about the trouble or the future 
results. That Is a matter which Is en- 
tirely diplomatic and official, but 1 do 
feel very great kindness for the Amer- 
ican people outside of all official rela-, 
tlous. We came here as friends and 
TVO were received as guests. W.e are 
still In that delightful condition." 


"Do you think that Russia is a prom- 


ising place for enterprising Americans 
to go Into to make money''" he was 
asked, 


"To answer that would be 'to answer 


a speculative question. Russia is not 
a speculative nation. 
Russia is so 


much like the United States that a di- 
rect answer would be an Implication 
of Russia's honesty or that of the 
Americans. Russia Is not looking for 
anything that she cannot herself pro- 
vide. Friends are always welcome, al- 
ways gladly received."

THROUGHOUT 
MISSOURI 


Twelve 
Persons 
Have 
Lost 
Their 


Lives and Thousands of Dollar*' 
Worth of Property Destroyed. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 19.—One of the 


worse floods in Missouri at this season 
ot the year is no\v raging through the 
Missouri river bottoms. All streams^ 
and rivers are out of their banks and 
some, not more than a few yards wide, 
are now raging floods, from one to 
three miles wide. 


Thousands of acres of corn land are 


under water and' farmers will suffer a 
tremendous loss. Hundreds of head oi 
live stock have been drowned. 


Twelve persons have lost their lives. 
The loss to railroads is enormous. 


Miles of track are washed away, and 
dozens of steel bridges are-swept out, 
as well as hundreds of smaller bridges 
and culverts. Railroad traffic in cen- 
tral Missouri is paralyzed, and there is 
no longer 'direct communication be- 
tween St.'Louis and Kansas City by 
rail. 


The Missouri Pacific and Missouri, 


Kansas & Texas have run no trains 
over their tracks between St. Louis 
and Kansas City since Saturday morn- 
ing, and the AVabash and Alton have 
been forced practically to abandon op- 
erations. 


The only means of communication 


remaining between the two cities is 
by a roundabout way.

Adventure of Michigan Citizen Who 


Filed Clsim for Copper Mir.e 


Exposed by Landslide. 


; New York, Sept, 19.—Fred Walker, 


j-the American citizen whose home is 


ir. Pontiac, Mich., and who was re- 
cently released from a prison In Pan/- 
ama, arrived here Monday 
on 
the 


steamship Allianca i'rom Colon. His 
imprisonment was said to have -been 
caused by American mining interests 
near whose territory Walker was con- 
ductinfi mining operations. 
He said, 


that he was Imprisoned about March 
ot this year.

. .Mr. Walker landed under charge of 
a police officer of the canal -/.one and 
was met by a physician from Pontiac, 
Mjich., who expected toy accompany 
him home. 


Walker to!* some of the adventures 


which befell him during the period- 
when his enemies were trying either 
to thwart his work or to .cause his dis- 
appearance. 
This struggle against 


odds, began as long ago as 1901, when 
lie first went to Colombia to look after 
his interests in a mine there. 


As there was no steamer to take him j 


direct to his destinatlon'Walkei' hired 
a-British sloop. ..While-sailing on this 
ship a Chinese-Filipino, one of the 
cre-\v, stole his papers and cash, box 
and made off with them. . 


, Last sp;-in£, he says, he found that 
part of a mine, known as the Old Au- 
b'c.rette, had- been covered- by a land- 
slide and tiiat there was copper ore 
near this landslide. He then went to 
the alcalde, or mayor; at Canaxas to 
file Iris proof of finding copper, but the 
alcalde 
refused 
to 
recognize 
the 


proofs, claiming others were ahead of 
his, and- detained /him there for seven- 
teen days.

• -"Later I went to the. alcalde's office 
ar.d. asked him-what he wanted.1 He 
told me f-was under arrest-and-at this 
announcement, two soldiers appeared 
in the doorway-. I pulled my .two re- 
volvers, made the soldiers 
give 
up 


their guns, and "then, putting'the al- 
calde aside, made rny escape. Finally 
t was arrssted in Panama and was 
turned ovor to the police."
